•s* f contest may well decide not only the fate of our nation, 
but also the destiny of the entire Free World. 

I would venture to say that an overwhelming number of 
voters at this point of the game are more concerned over 
the personalities involved in the struggle to obtain the Pres - 
idency, than in the far greater question of the decisive confrontation between op- 
posing ideologies that constitute the real and dramatic issue to be decided at the 
polls. 

In my opinion, the most exciting and challenging aspect of the November fifth 
clash is that those of you who believe as I do, will now have the almost incredible 
opportunity to begin the burial rites of an already seemingly moribund ersatz Lib- 
eralism. Therefore, what must be done is to defeat Mr. Humphrey 's candidacy: not 
because we may dislike the man himself, or because we might be repelled by his in- 
cessant verbosity, or even because we are annoyed by such a small mouth being able 
to pour out such an endless stream of dangerously contradictory words and senten- 
ces.

TO “DO YOUR OWN THING” 

A report prepared by the Personnel 
and Industrial Relations Department of 
General Electric Co. warns that unless 
civil disorder in the United States is 
checked, the public will demand that a 
dictator take over and enforce order at 
any cost. The report attempts to fore- 
cast, for the benefit of its own person- 
nel, the American business and social 
climate in the 1970s. Here is a direct 
quote: 

“Any social revolution of these di- 
mensions can easily rip apart the social 
fabric of a community— or a nation. . . 
The danger will live in a divisiveness that 
will not merely wreck the concensus of 
the American center, but split the coun- 
try into warring camps. . . the economic 
‘have-nots’ vs. the ‘haves,’ the political 
radicals vs. the conservatives. 

“If the riots recur on an even larger 
scale, and if they are not controlled by 
the government and by legal means, then 
the possibility of vigilante action, and of 
public demand for harsher repression, 
cannot be discounted (despite the sur- 
prisingly small amount of ‘back-lash’ to 
date). In its most extreme form, such a 
reaction could lead to some suppression . 
of civil rights, a more totalitarian ap- 
proach, and even the emergence (or crea- 
tion) of a ‘man on horseback.* ” 

At Brandeis University in Waltham, 
Mass., a privately funded research group 
called the Lemberg Center for the Study 
of Violence, has been studying violence 
for the past two years. Directed by one 
Dr. John Spiegel, the Lemberg observa- 
tions and recommendations are about 
what one might expect from such ,a 
group, and all of these will be found in 
the Kemer report.

The Lemberg statistics, however, are 
probably “un-doctored.” And in its lat- 
est report, released August 19th, we 
read in part: 

“Our data indicates that large num- 
bers of schools have continued to be in- 
volved in civil disorders. In 1967, 17% 
of all civil disorders (42 out of 249 
cases) recorded by the Riot Data Clear- 
inghouse involved schools. In January 
through April 1968, 44% of all recorded 
disorders (121 out of 295 cases) in- 
volved schools. In terms of the number 
of ‘school disorders’ occurring in Jan- 
uary through April 1968, there has been 
a three-fold increase over the entire year 
of 1967. Thus, schools have continued— 
and in increasing numbers-as a major 
focal point of unrest in this country. 

“During the month of April 1968, 
more disorders were recorded which in- 
volved schools (91) than in the entire 
previous year.” 

At the bottom of all this student un- 
rest is— among other organizations-the 
highly publicized Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society which, according to J. 
Edgar Hoover, was financed by the Com- 
munist party until it ‘‘moved to the left 
of CPUSA,” and now receives its finan- 
cial backing from other sources. Even 
Drew Pearson considers SDS an ‘‘inter- 
national conspiracy.” He and Jack An- 
derson asserted that the campus distur- 
bances at Columbia University were the 
result of an international conspiracy, 
and they linked SDS president Mark 
Rudd with Rudi Dutschke in Germany 
and Danny “The Red” Cohn-Bendit in 
France as the architects of the conspira- 
cy. 

Look Magazine, in its current issue 
(Oct. 1) carries a feature article entitled 
‘‘Vanguard of the Campus Revolt” which 
November 1, 1968, INSIGHT Oo The News 



is quite favorable toward and attempts 
to arouse sympathy and support for Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society. Quot- 
ing Look: 

“Students for a Democratic Society 
came into existence in 1962, when 
young members of the old socialist 
League for Industrial Democracy quit 
the parent group and set up their own 
unit, SDS. Its founding meeting in Port 
Huron, Mich., drew 59 people from 11 
colleges; and out of that meeting came 
the SDS credo, the ‘Port Huron State- 
ment,’ drafted mainly by SDS’s first 
president, a University of Michigan stu- 
dent named Tom Hayden. According to 
that document: 4 . . .We seek the estab- 
lishment of a democracy of individual 
participation, governed by two central 
aims: that the individual share in those 
social decisions determining the quality 
and direction of his life; that society be 
organized to encourage independence in 
meh and provide the media for their 
common participation.* 

‘The Port Huron Statement advo- 
cated something called ‘participatory 
democracy,’ a leaderless, decentralized 



system in which every man’s view would 
be as important as that of his fellow. 
SDS’s central theme was and is that the 
present American corporate capitalist 
system manipulates and oppresses the 
individual, is run by a corporate/milita- 
ry elite that profits while the rest of the 
citizenry are only depersonalized pawns 
in the game. Basic to this thesis is the ac- 
cusation that the nation’s universities are 
the key accomplices in this process, fur- 
nishing research and ideas to the milita- 
ry-industrial complex and psychological- 
ly conditioning students to take their 
places submissively in the corporate slots 
that await them. SDS is out to overturn 
this setup, starting where the system’s 
strategic resources are located; in the 
universities.” 

However, Dr. Glenn S. Dumke said it 
better. Dr. Dumke is chancellor of Cali- 
fornia State Colleges (19 colleges, 205,- 
000 students, 10,000 faculty members). 
In an interview in the current (Sept. 23) 
U.S. News & World Report, Dr. Dumke 
said: 

“The national SDS described it clear- 
ly in a recent conference. They said, in 



effect: ‘We’re not sure what the new sys- 
tem should be, but we know that the 
fust thing is to destroy the present sys- 
tem. Then we can start thinking about 
the new one.’ This is anarchy, it’s nihil- 
ism, it’s the same old thing that existed 
in pre-World War I Russia, when the 
intellectual anarchists were shaping the 
thinking of some people there. It’s a 
very old-fashioned type of intellectual 
nihilism.” (Note: Webster, 1948 una- 
bridged, defines nihilism as: “The. doc- 
trine that conditions in the social orga- 
nization are so bad as to make destruc- 
tion desirable for its own sake, inde- 
pendent of any constructive program or 
possibility; esp. the program or doctrine 
of a Russian party;. . . (that) proposed 
various schemes of revolutionary reform, 
and resorted to terrorism and assassina- 
tion.”). 



CONFERENCE OF SOCIALIST 
SCHOLARS 

Over the weekend of September 6-8, 
at Rutgers University, in New Jersey, 
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there was held a “Fourth Conference of 
Socialist Scholars.” Participants came 
from foreign countries. Panel discussion 
leaders included: Warren S us man, Rut- 
gers; Christopher Lasch, Northwestern; 
Herbert Gutman, Rochester; Melvyn Du- 
bofsky, Amherst; Philip Foner, Lincoln; 
Alexander Erlich, Columbia; Eugene D. 
Genovese, Sir George William U., Mon- 
treal; Sterling Stucky, Northwestern; Al- 
phonse Pinckney, Hunter College; Har- 
old Cruse, author of “The Crisis of the 
Negro Intellectual;” Ann Lane, Douglass 
College; Gar Alperovitz, Michael 

Greenberg, Poly technical Institute, 

Brooklyn; and Geoff White, Berkeley. 

But the principal speaker was Ernest 
Mandel of Brussels, editor of the Belgian 
socialist weekly La Gauche (The Left). 
He was a main instigator of the student 
riots and workers’ strikes in France dur- 
ing last May and August. He was banned 
from France, came to the United States 
by way of Havana. 

Mandel was formally introduced to 
the Socialist Scholars by Paul Sweezy, 
editor of the Leftist Monthly Review. 
Sweezy said: “Ernest Mandel is one of 
the most eminent and important Marxist 
theorists in Europe today. He spent con- 
siderable time last summer in Cuba. He 
was active in events which took place in 
France last spring and is banned by the 
French government for his part in those 
events. We’re all hoping he will go back 
to France and take part in events devel- 
oping there now.” (Prolonged applause 
as Mandel rose to speak). 

According to Alice Widener, editor of 
the bi-weekly U.S.A., here is a part of 
what Mandel told his socialist audience. 

“Students,” explained Emest Mandel, 
“are the detonators in the formula for 
triggering off a social explosion creating 
a revolutionary situation.” To resound- 
ing applause, he made clear how he and 
other socialists use Marxism-Leninism as 
the device for timing, controlling and 
targeting the explosion. Mandel said the 
main strategy for overthrowing neo- 
capitalism in advanced industrial nations 
today, including the U.S., is “to put 
forth, through mass strikes and mass 
movements, concrete demands and goals 
which are unacceptable to the capitalist 
system and cannot be granted within 
the capitalist system.” 

In his speech, Emest Mandel said that 



French workers’ affinity for Marxism 
determined their actions last spring, not 
working conditions or pay. “The re- 
markable thing,” he explained, “was 
that the rebellion against neo-capitalism 
took place despite the fact that French 
per capita consumption is the highest in 
Western Europe except for Sweden. 

The three key issues on which Marx- 
ists must make their stand, said Mandel, 
the issues on which capitalists cannot 
compromise without forfeiting capital- 
ism ar$: (1) workers* control; (2) work- 
ers* “self-defense” (meaning armed 
might); and (3) government by workers* 
councils, instead of bourgeois power. 
“Never,” cried Mandel dramatically, 
“never, I assure you, were Frenchmen so 
free, so truly free, as in the days of May- 
June.” (Stores were closed, post offices 
and banks were closed, food became a 
real problem, people feared to leave their 
homes-yet “never were Frenchmen so 
truly free”-Ed.) 

Note Mandel’s aim: he is working to 
promote a workers’ revolt; and a stu- 
dents* revolt is merely the vanguard of 
the working class. Students are merely 
the detonators, he says. More aptly, stu-

dents are the cannon fodder. Only a cer- 
tain socialist elite stands to gain in such 
revolutions. 

A major document which appeared at 
this Socialist Scholars Convention was a 
leaflet printed by the Radical Education 
Project (REP), one of the activities of 
the Students for a Democratic Society. 
The leaflet itself carried the same old 
“line” and need not be quoted. How- 
ever, printed on the last page of the pres- 
entation was a “list of sponsors” of 
REP. In view of the campus violence 
that we may expect -especially between 
now and election day-it seems import- 
ant that this list of sponsors be pub- 
lished:

Three of the foregoing REP sponsors 
became nationally known through tele- 
vision coverage of the Chicago conven- 
tion: Julian Bond of Georgia, who was 
formally proposed for the post of vice 
presidential nominee to serve as a run- 
ning mate to Hubert Humphrey ; David 
Dellinger, a professional revolutionist, 
and Staughton Lynd, who left Yale to 
go to Hanoi with Herbert Aptheker of 
the Communist Party, U.S.A. 

Heavily represented is the Fund for 
the Republic’s leftist Center for the Stu- 
dy of Democratic Institutions at Santa 
Barbara; W. H. Ferry is its vice president 
Linus Pauling, James A. Pike and Harvey 
Wheeler are fellows at the Center, and 
Raghavan N. Iyer and Paul Jacobs are of- 
ficial consultants at the Center. 

The near-future goal of these revolu- 
tionaries was set forth rather lucidly in 
the August 24th issue of the Guardian, 
independent radical weekly, Irving Bein- 
an, who was present at the Rutgers meet- 
ing, wrote: “Disruption is not a program, 
and sometimes it can be a cover for lack 
of a program. Yet this year, without an 
effective alternative, disruption seems to 
be the most creative thing to do for the 
left in most of the country. But beyond 
disruption, it is also a time for putting 
together the scattered forces of radical 
opposition, for building a viable left 



which is capable of inspiring the confi- 
dence that it can develop a real alterna- 
tive and a real challenge to U.S. capital- 
ist state power.” 

SDS BEGINS FALL CAMPAIGN 

As this letter was being prepared for 
publication, Students for a Democratic 
Society began its college campus pro- 
gram, supplementing its continuing acti- 
vity “to cause a disturbance every time a 
presidential candidate speaks (Nixon, 
Humphrey and Wallace, that is; Commu- * 
nist and New Party candidates will be 
cheered by SDS).” And, again, SDS 
chose Columbia for its chief arena. The 
UPI story seemed the more nearly ob- 
jective, and we quote: 

“From 43 states and 16 foreign coun- 
tries the freshmen of Columbia Universi- 
ty came Wednesday to a campus dotted 
with shabby tables stacked with pam- 
phlets preaching both war and peace. A 
red-flagged Young Socialist Alliance ta- 
ble offered works of Leon Trotsky, Che 
Guevara and Malcolm X. At another ta- 
ble books and buttons were offered by 
a group that identified itself as ‘pacifist, 
anarchist, bisexual, psychedelic, resist- 
ant and antiverbal.’ 

“The freshmen barely had time to un- 
pack before they were involved in the 
controversy. Mark Rudd, the leader of 
the Columbia Chapter of the Students 
for a Democratic Society, which led the 
campus revolt last April and May (back- 



ed by some 200 followers) told the fresh- 
men: “You’re going to have to decide 
pretty quick about whether you favor us. 
We’re going to have to take a lot of mili- 
tant action. . . .” 

With Columbia sparking the explosion, 
disturbances began to be reported at oth- 
er colleges and universities in the land, 
and as far away as Mexico City, where 
police had to recapture in the name of 
ther people, the university which had been 
taken over by revolting youth in the 
name of the people. In an associated con- 
troversy, more than one million New 
York students remained at home while 
the striking Teachers Union continued to 
defy city authorities. 

Concurrently, in Washington, “House 
and Senate conferres agreed on a com- 
promise multibillion dollar higher educa- 
tion bill that reportedly would make it 
mandatory for universities to cut off 
federal aid to students who riot on cam- 
pus. . 

Again concurrently, newspapers 
showed “unposed” photos of “heck- 
ling antiwar demonstrators in down- 
town Boston (who) did their best to 
shout down presidential candidate Hub- 
ert Humphrey and Sen. Edward Kenne- 
dy. But the campaigning pair managed 
to make themselves heard despite de- 
termined efforts to drown them out.” 

Let us see the issue clearly. The major- 
ity of the people of America are onlook- 
ers, not partakers in the destruction of

One need only glance at the newspa- 
per 'headlines to realize that the seeds of 
revolution are being sown throughout 
America today. Riots, demonstrations, 
acts which show disrespect for our flag, 
for high government officials, and for 
law and order have become a way of life 
for far too many Americans. These have 
been described in the past as isolated in- 
cidents fomented by a misguided minor- 
ity of radicals. Can we still make this 
claim after April 15th of last year when 
185,000 peace demonstrators from 
throughout the nation marched in mas- 
sive East and West protests against the 



Vietnam war: can we still make this 
claim when thousands -some say as 
many as 75,000— peace-niks descended 
on the Nation’s Capital on October 21st 
and created mass havoc? Can we still 
make this claim after more than 128 
American cities-75 of them in 1967 
alone-have now experienced outbursts 
of racial violence? I think not! 

Anyone who does not believe that 
these demonstrations and riots have 
been either organized, manipulated, sup- 
ported, financed, or headed up by the 
Communists among us, is simply unwil- 
ling to face up to the facts. For example, 
I have here a report issued by the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee which clearly proves that the April 
15th demonstrations were the result of 
efforts by the Communist Party, USA to 
undermine and sabotage U.S. resistance 
to Communist military aggression in 
Vietnam. 

More and more we are witnessing an 
armed rebellion against American socie- 
ty. More and more we are witnessing a 
display of hatred for the United States 
and a contempt for its laws and institu- 
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tions. The prospects for the future of 
our Nation are becoming more frighten- 
ing with each passing incident. There can 
no longer be any doubt that America is 
now faced with a crisis of lawlessness 
which carries with it the gravest poten- 
tial for disaster. 

One of the few national leaders with 
the insight and the courage to publicly 
say that the kind of civil disobedience 
tactics 1 have been talking about should 
not be allowed to continue was Justice 
Hugo Black of the Supreme Court. He 
said early in 1966, and I quote: 

“ Governments like ours were formed 
to substitute the rule of law for the 
rule of force Illustrations may be 
given where crowds have gathered to- 
gether peaceably by reason of extra- 
ordinarily good discipline reinforced 
by vigilant officers. 'Demonstrations’ 
have taken place without any mani- 
festations of force at the time. But I 
say once more that the crowd moved 
by noble ideas today can become the 
mob ruled • by hate and passion and 
greed and violence tomorrow . If we 
ever doubted that , we know it now. 
The peaceful songs of love can be- 
come as stirring and provocative as 
the 'Marseillaise’ did in the days when 
a noble revolution gave way to rule 
by successive mobs until chaos set in. 
It is more necessary than ever that we 
stop and look more closely at where 
we are going. ” 

And he was right— the situation has 
gotten progressively worse. Yet, too 
many Americans are still emulating Rip 
Van Winkle. Unless we can find a way to 
wake them up, there might be no stop- 
ping the downward course of America. 
As someone recently said, “God is not 
dead— but He must get awfully sick 
when He takes a long hard look at what 
is going on in the United States today.” 
It’s so easy to follow the line of least 
resistance by saying “I can’t do anything 
about all this”-yet the fact is, you can 
do something— actually we in the life in- 
surance can do a lot. The problem today 
as I see it— is that the wrong kind of peo- 
ple are the ones who are saying “1 can.” 
Somehow, somewhere an epidemic of 
sleeping sickness has struck our Nation. 
The symptoms of this disease as I see 
them are four-fold: 

1. An embracement of the philoso- 
phy of non-involvement. 
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2. A lack of interest in anything 
which does not have an immediate and 
direct personal effect. 

3. An unwillingness to accept one’s 
citizenship responsibilities. 

4. A willingness to compromise one’s 
principles and beliefs so long as the im- 
mediate effect of doing so is not too 
earthshaking. 

If we are to cure this disease before it 
is too late, if we are to find ways to stop 
our soaring crime rate, correct our juve- 
nile delinquency problem, bring about 
self-discipline and decency, halt the riots’.... 
in our cities, and return to a wholesome 
respect for law and order, each one of us 
must adopt the kind of personal action 
program which Edward Hale, a former 
Chaplain of the U.S. Senate recommend- 
ed when he said: 

“I am only one, but I am one, I can’t 
do everything but I can do something. 
And what I can do, that I ought to 
do. And what I ought to do, by the 
grace of God, I shall do.” 

Immorality is flourishing and pre- 
marital sex is being condoned even from 
the pulpits; juvenile delinquency is on 
the rise and disregard for law and order 
has been given a cloak of respectability; 
pornography is accepted and even pre- 
ferred in our literature, in our movies 
and in our stage shows; our courts con- 
tinue to find technicalities whereby vi- 
cious criminals known to be guilty, are 
turned loose to prey again and again on 
society. Sometime ago, the Washington 
police arrested a man caught in the very 
act of raping a 22-year-old government 
employee. This man had, on two other 
occasions, within the previous six 
months been charged with the same type 
of crime. In the first instance the case 
was dismissed because the victim com- 
mitted suicide rather than go through 
the ordeal of the trial. The second case 
was dismissed by the trial court on the 
technical grounds that the police had 
made an illegal search because of their 
failure to first obtain a search warrant. 

He was finally tried, found guilty and 
sentenced by the District Court, but 
listen to this-our very learned U.S. 
Court of Appeals reversed his convic- 
tion because the Trial Court let the jury 
see, at their request, the official weath- 
er report for the time of the alleged at- 
tack, which certified that the weather 
was clear, the temperature in the low 



70’s and the visibility eight miles. The 
basis for the Appellate Court decision 
was that the trial judge erred in letting 
the jury see the weather report after the 
jury started deliberating, and that the 
defense counsel had no way of attacking 
it after he had contended at the trial 
that there wasn’t enough light to make a 
positive identification possible. 

I believe that America’s enemies are 
making tremendous inroads here on the 
Home Front and that our nation literal- 
ly stands today at the cross-roads-one 
road leads upward to Self-Discipline 
while the other road is all downhill and 
its ultimate destination is the City of 
Decay. I believe that we must decide 
now which road we are going to travel 
and that decision will be determined by 
how strong or how weak we Americans, 
collectively speaking, really are. 

I also believe that insurance men and 
insurance companies can deal a crushing 
blow to those who are planning our de- 
struction. Keep in mind that we have an 
unusual opportunity to help influence 
public opinion. Through our contacts 
we have a built-in line of communica- 
tions with the more than 125 million 
Americans who now own some type of 
life insurance— and these, I remind you, 
are bound together by one common in- 
terest-the preservation of the protec- 
tion they have sacrificed to provide for 
their loved ones. 

By remaining silent and out of action, 
our Country’s image is being fashioned 
by those irresponsible individuals whose 
sole objective seems to be to foment un- 
rest, doubt, distrust, revolt-hatred for 
any and all in authority. While an all-out 
campaign is underway to capture the 
minds of today’s young people and to 
use their youthful vigor for the promo- 
tion of evil purposes, too many of us in 
life insurance are still saying “I don’t 
want to get involved.” We are clamming 
up at a time when irresponsible indivi- 
duals are hard at work undermining the 
very principles upon which this Nation 
was founded. By doing just that, we 
are risking the loss of everything we 
hold sacred and dear. 

Remember this— as the old hymn 
says, “God moves in a mysterious way. 
His wonders to perform.” Perhaps 
through you He will point the way 
whereby we can. . .

GOVERNMENT WELFARE PROGRAMS PROMOTE POVERTY

According to David Babson, the well- 
known economist and investment coun- 
sel of Boston, “during the past 36 years 
we have only had two Congresses which 
have done these three things: 

a) Reduced spending 

b) Balanced the budget 

c) Cut income taxes.” 

Meanwhile, the 1940 dollar will buy 
only 40 £ worth of food, clothing, shel- 
ter and necessary services. The deteriora- 
tion in the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar has been caused by monetizing the 
huge increase in debt that has been in- 
curred by the various administrations 
which have directed the spending poli- 
cies of our government. The annual rate 
of depreciation in the purchasing power 
of the dollar has been 4% for the past 
fifteen years. So far in 1968, it has in- 
creased to the annual rate of 7%, or 
twice what the administration's so-called 
economists were suggesting two years 
ago. 

Nearly forty-million people now get 
a check from the federal government 
every month. Mr. Babson points out that 
this is five million more than the majori- 
ty of the total vote cast in the 1964 



election. Despite the !Vt% federal tax in- 
crease this year, and the spurious at- 
tempt at economizing at the federal lev- 
el, it now appears that for this fiscal year 
ending June 1969, the deficit will again 
amount to about $10 billion. 

And if you think this is large, and 
caused in the main by wars, hold on. 
The cumulative deficit since 1960 alone 
has been $55 billion. As Mr. Babson 
states it, “This huge deficit has been fi- 
nanced by a process just one step away 
from the printing press.” 

The propaganda released by the Lib- 
erals in government and also widely cir- 
culated and endorsed by anti-thrift and 
anti-character professors, publications, 
fellow-travelers, misguided do-gooders, 
and hippie politicians of the far, far Left, 
is that if we could stop the spending on 
the Vietnam war then we could channel 
this money (which we don't have) in- 
to more welfare, more sick poverty pro- 
grams, more waste, and hurray! The 
facts are these: “THREE-FIFTHS OF 
THE $66 BILLION INCREASE IN AN- 
NUAL SPENDING DURING THE 
PAST FOUR YEARS WAS NOT FOR 
THE WAR BUT FOR DOMESTIC PRO- 



GRAMS.” (Babson article, Coml. Fin. 
Chron. 9-12-68) 

Since the government's own figures, 
as well as the Liberal press and politi- 
cians, are the authors of the statement 
that 30 million people in this country 
have an income of less than a mere sub- 
sistence level of $3,000 per annum per 
family, this constant decrease in the 
buying power of their meagre income, 
measured in deficit created depreciated 
money, hurts the POOR MORE THAN 
ANY OTHER SEGMENT OF THE POP- 
ULATION. 

If you add the pressures of the mono- 
polistic, closed shop, tightly-controlled 
labor unions to the situation, wherein a 
pay rise for everybody, everywhere, ev-

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SHOULD A CHRISTIAN BELIEVE IN EVOLUTION?

Should a Christian believe in evolu- 
tion? 

This is a very common question, fre- 
quently asked by young people who 
are being indoctrinated with evolution- 
ary concepts in the public schools or 
universities. The answer depends on 
what is meant by the term "evolution.” 
If it is defined simply as "change” (for 
example, the growth of a baby into an 
adult, the production of hybrids and 
other varieties of plants or animals 
through scientific breeding processes, or 
the development of the various types of 
dogs or cats from one original dog or 
cat "kind”), then no one would argue 
this question at all. 

However, the prevalent theory of ev- 
olution today is far broader in scope 
than this. The leading evolutionists con- 
sider it as a basic principle pervading all 
nature, a principle of continual develop- 
ment, of increasing order and complexi- 
ty throughout the universe. The com- 
plex elements are said to have developed 
from simpler elements, living organisms 
to have evolved from non-living chem- 
icals, complex forms of life from simpler 
organisms, and even man himself to have 
gradually evolved from some kind of 
ape-like ancestor. Religions, cultures and 
other social institutions are likewise be- 
lieved to be continually evolving into 
higher forms. 

This evolution is actually a complete 



world-view, an explanation of origins 
and meanings without the necessity of a 
personal God who created and upholds 
all things. Since’ this philosophy (one 
might even say this "religion”) of uni- 
versal evolutionary progress is so widely 
and persuasively taught in our schools, - 
Christians are often tempted to accept 
the compromise position of "theistic 
evolution,” according to which evolu- 
tion is viewed as God’s method of crea- 
tion. However, although many smcere § 
Christians undoubtedly believe this way,- 
it is basically an inconsistent and contra- 
dictory position. Some of its fallacies 
are as follows: 

(1) It contradicts the Bible record of 
creation. Ten times in the first chapter 
of Genesis, the inspired writer tells us 
that God created plants and animals to 
reproduce "after their kinds.” The Bib- 
lical ("kind” may have been broader 
than our modern "species” concept, but 
at least it implied definite limits to varia- 
tion. The New Testament writers accept- 
ed the full historicity of the Genesis ac- 
count of creation. Even Christ himself 
quoted from it as historically accurate 
and authoritative (Matthew 19:4-6). 

(2) It is inconsistent with God’s meth- 
ods. The standard history of evolution 
involves the development of innumer- 
able misfits and extinctions, useless and 
even harmful organisms. If this is God's 
"method of creation,” it is strange that 



He would use such haphazard, ineffi- 
cient, wasteful processes. Furthermore, 
the idea of the "survival of the fittest,” 
whereby the stronger animals and races 
eliminate the weaker in the "struggle 
for existence” is the essence of Darwin’s 
theory of evolution by natural selection, 
and this whole scheme is flatly contra- 
dicted by the Biblical doctrine of love, 
of unselfish sacrifice, and of Christian 
charity. The God of the Bible is a God 
of order and of grace, not a God of con- 
fusion and cruelty. 

(3) The evolutionary philosophy is 
the intellectual basis of all the anti- 
Christian and anti-God systems that have 
plagued mankind for centuries. It served 
Hitler as the rationale for Nazism and 
Marx as the supposed scientific basis for 
Communism. It is the basis of the var- 
ious modern methods of psychology 
and sociology that treat man merely as a 
higher animal and which have led to the 
mis-named "new morality” and ethical 
relativism. Its whole effect on the world 
and mankind has been harmful and de- 
grading. Jesus said: "A good tree cannot 
bring forth evil fruit” (Matthew 7:18). 
The evil fruit of the evolutionary philo- 
sophy is evidence enough of its ultimate 
origin in Satan’s age-long rebellion 
against his Creator. 

(4) It is contradicted by the basic laws 
of science. Evolution teaches that "crea- 
tion” is continually being accomplished 
by nature’s evolutionary processes, but 
the most basic law of science, the Law of 
Energy Conservation, states that nothing 
is now being created or destroyed. Evo- 
lution teaches that there is a universal

To Overthrow U.S. Government 

AMERICA’S NEO-REDS (“NEW LEFT”) FRANKLY REVEAL WHAT THEY 
INTEND TO DO IN THE NEAR FUTURE.- 



No one needs to be a modern version 
of Sherlock Holmes or an “in from the 
cold” sleuth hound to discover what the 
Communist and Neo-Communist estab- 
lishment in the United States are strug- 
gling to achieve or how they intend to 
do it. Both the old and new Reds loud- 
ly and publicly proclaim their thoughts 
and opinions at the drop of a hat. Their 
publications, sold on newsstands across 
the nation, are acquirable by anyone 
who is interested in verifying what is be- 
hind our campus, “ghetto” and “youth” 
rebellions. 

For reasons known only to them- 
selves, our Liberal spokesmen entrenched 
in news media, intellectual and political 
circles refuse to come out and call a 
spade a spade or a Red a Communist. 

Throughout the years they seem to 
have developed a pathological fear of the 
word “Communist” and engage in every 
conceivable type of mental gymnastics 
in their conscious or unconscious efforts 
to misguide public opinion by casting a 
mantle of silence over the participation 
of Communists and Neo-Communists in 
the wave of seditious and lawless acts 
which have brought the United States to 
the brink of national anarchy. We wit- 
ness leaders of movements such as 
SNICK (SNCC), the Black Panthers, 
SDS., W.E.B. DuBois and a host of 
others who travel to Havana, identify 
themselves with Castro and Mao, and 
categorically affirm they are hardcore 
Marxist-Leninists. However, they are 
described here' at home by the Liberal 
“pundits” as mere “Leftists” or “mili- 
tants,” words that, in the context in 
which they are used, mean practically 
nothing. The question is so ridiculously 
absurd that it permits men such as David 
Susskind to straightfacedly say to mil- 
lions of his televiewers: “I don’t believe 
Mao Tse-tung is a Communist!” 

One of the leading and most sophisti- 
cated-written mouthpieces of the Neo- 
Communist set in the U.S. is the Guard- 
ian-Independent Radical Newsweekly. 
Shortly before the notorious Democratic 
party convention in Chicago, the Guard- 
ian expressed its “viewpoint,” not only 



on what the Neo-Commies were planning 
for Chicago, but, as they put it, “Beyond 
Chicago.” The article in question does 
more than refute the generalized Liberal 
contention that the Chicago “demon- 
strators” were mostly a varied assort- 
ment of frolicking “angered young,” 
with a sprinkling of “anarchists” who 
were the surprised victims of “police 
brutality,” and that there were no 
“Communists” prodding them from be- 
hind the scenes. The Guardian 's editorial 
opinion indicates that the entire affair 
was carefully conceived, mapped-out 
and pre-planned and that Chicago was 
just a stepping stone towards increased 
Marxist revolutionary activity all over 
the nation. Here is how this newspaper 
put it: 

It is impossible to predict what will 
happen in Chicago next week when tens 
and perhaps hundreds of thousands of 
demonstrators converge on the Demo- 
cratic national convention basically to 
protest against the Vietnam war. 

The possibility of massive, brutal re- 
pression by local, state and federal forces 
is ever-present. Or it may all turn out 
to be relatively quiet-just another mass 
demonstration against the war. 

It would have been unthinkable for 
the anti-war and Left groups not to pro- 
test during the convention. The equiva- 
lent would be for a bride not to show up 
for the wedding, or a corpse for the fun- 
eral. 

While supporting the confrontation, 
we must, at the same time, think be- 
yond Chicago and ask why in this crisis 
year of 1968— after two, three, four 
years of growth-all the Left and the 
anti-war forces could do was to protest 
and possibly disrupt a political conven- 
tion. Regardless of scattered radical 
electoral efforts, which will suffice to 
provide a footnote to our weakness as a 
movement, the Chicago protest will be 
our side’s tour de force this year. 

Our movement must inquire into its 
inability to develop radical alternatives 
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to complement demonstrations and 
small-scale electoral contests. Acknowl- 
edging that mass demonstrations and 
some electoral campaigns have had a pos- 
itive impact on the movement, they fall 
short of what we should be doing. 

In other words, until we are able to 
develop a movement with the potential 
for taking power in the United States- 
or of seriously disrupting power-we are 
losers. 

Of course, there is a gulf between 
what the movement demands for Viet- 
nam and what the politicians are trying 
to accomplish. We tolerate nothing less 
than withdrawal. They play games, the 
intention being to retain influence in 
Vietnam. To the American people, how- 
ever, our differences are probably seen 
as semantic. The movement cannot con- 
tinue to gain converts on the basis of 
the differences which currently obtain 
between the government and the move- 
ment on the Vietnam question. 

By concentrating almost exclusively 
on ending the war in Vietnam, without 
relating the war to the capitalist system 
which makes the imperialist war inevi- 
table, we have created a mass movement 
which, like a taut balloon, is prone to 
instant deflation from a small amount of 
pressure correctly applied. This may 
happen in the near future unless we take 
measures to develop from an anti-war 
movement to an anti-imperialist move- 
ment. This would be a first step, for the 
ultimate objective must be the creation 
of a mass independent and radical politi- 
cal grouping capable of challenging the 
capitalist system. 



IMMEDIATE PRIORITY 

We see this task as an immediate 
priority for the movement, far more rel- 
evant than the sectarian infighting now 
beginning to characterize the radical 
movement and the ail-too moralistic 
apolitics of the anti-war forces. It would 
be unrealistic, of course, to expect all 
the numerous Left parties to bury dif- 
ferences for the grand united effort; but 
these sects constitute only a fraction of 
the movement, although a most vocal, 
and often valuable, fraction. There are 
enough independent radicals to initiate 
such a movement. 

America is in the early stages of a 
grave crisis. The war, racism and that 
catch-all, alienation, are the major in- 
gredients today, but the crisis will inevi- 
tably broaden. The ruling class, in our 
opinion, is seeking to respond as crea- 
tively as it can, within the confines of 
still making massive profits, and will ex- 
periment with diverse reforms to resolve 
the crisis and return the American peo- 
ple to their traditional apathy. 

It is likely the government will ex- 
periment with reallocation of resources— 
away from Vietnam, for instance, and 
into the ghettos, for a while— but that 
these schemes will fail because capital- 
ism cannot meet general human needs 
and still remain basically responsive to 
private enterprise. At this point, when 
the schemes fail, it is not unlikely that 
the government will resort to a form of 
repression which would make a joke of 
* “repression” today. 

We do not use the word “fascist” 



lightly and have not characterized the 
U.S. government as such, at least domes- 
tically. But the prospect cannot be ig- 
nored. 

In such a case, the movement of to- 
day would be smashed overnight and to 
such a degree that it would be many 
years before it could recover. 

We consider this all the more reason 
for radicals to form a strong, disciplined 
multi-issue organization. It would, at 
least, have a chance of withstanding re- 
pression, publicly and clandestinely. 

The primary reason for such an orga- 
nization, however, is positive. It is our 
responsibility as radicals and as revolu- 
tionaries to organize for the overthrow 
of the capitalist system and to replace 
capitalism with a socialist system. 

DEVELOPING CONSCIOUSNESS 

The anti-imperialist organization we 
envision would see as one of its major 
functions the development of radical 
political consciousness on a broad scale. 
This means that the anti-war forces and 
independent radical forces would have 
to deal with socialist political theory and 
elevate theory to the respectable posi- 
tion to which it is entitled. Without a 
theory of social change-and we have 
witnessed this in the anti-Vietnam war 
movement— events are perceived in a 
vacuum, unrelated to other events. 

In such a movement, the hard, unro- 
mantic work of organizing people as ra- 
dicals would become as important as 
periodic demonstrations, which allow 
many participants to salve their con- 
sciences with little effort. Members of 
this movement would define themselves 
as organizers-whether on the job, in 
schools, the army or communities. 

All of the movement’s propaganda 
would take pains to relate seemingly 
disparate issues— such as Vietnam and 
the cost of electrical power, for instance 
-to the capitalist system. Imperialism 
causes wars in Vietnam. Profit makes 
power cost more. 

Such a movement would be intensive- 
ly activist-but actions would be part of 
an overall strategy, not just responses to 
something the government has done 
lately. Action has two purposes: first, 
it is propagandists ; second, disruptive. 

At this point, the most convenient 
targets are those which combine vulner- 
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ability with priority within the capitalist 
system. Prime targets now include the 
university, the ghettos and the military. 

LOSS OF LEGITIMACY 

These targets must be relieved of 
their legitimacy. They must be made ex- 
plicitly absurd and evil. In the universi- 
ty, for instance, it must become illegiti- 
mate for a school to conduct counterin- 
surgency think-tanks. In the process of 
disrupting the university -and it mu$t be 
understood that the U.S. university is a 
crucial tool of capitalism-there is the 
second benefit of depriving imperialism 
of technicians. 

The working class is absolutely neces- 
sary in order seriously to challenge ca- 
pitalist power. Recognizing just how far 
this class is from political consciousness, 
it would seem wise first to develop a 
base among constituencies already in 
motion-students, blacks, the poor and 
the anti-war forces. One of the immense 
difficulties in working-class organizing is 
that our movement, today, has little to 
offer workers in the way of a viable al- 
ternative to a rather insecure complacen- 
cy. It will take time before radicals can 
begin serious organizing in the working 
class. Recognizing this, however, no 
movement with any intention of success 
can afford to ignore workers’ struggles.

President Velazco, who has 
been in and out of the Ecuadorian presidency several times 
during the last three decades, has a well-earned reputation 
among many of his fellow citizens for being a dangerous 
demagogue and an opportunist.

The Bishop of Diamantina, Brazil, recently visited Presi- 
dent Costa e Silva to tell him that the Brazilian government 
now has the full support of the Pope, after the Holy Father 
declared himself against “violence” during his recent visit to 
Bogota, Colombia. The Bishop is the leader of a powerful 
anti-Communist organization and has been at the forefront 
of a campaign demanding that the Pope put an end to Com- 
munist infiltration in the Roman Catholic Church. The Bi- 
shop has signed a document stating that Satan is also a Com- 
munist and “that is why devils are heading a revolutionary 
movement” in the gigantic South American nation.

While an officially declared Castro-Communist-inspired 
student revolt in Mexico City was causing numerous deaths 
and hundreds of injured persons in clashes between that na-

Two weeks before Presidential candidate Hubert H. 
Humphrey accused George Wallace of being an “apostle of 
hate and racism,” the Daily World , U.S. Communism’s 
leading newspaper, carried the same accusation in a front 
page headline. The “transmission belt” procedure used by 
America’s Reds continues to work perfectly. The Commies 
say it first and shortly afterwards, the “Liberals,” enjoying 
more respectability, give it wider publicity and coverage.

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By now most of us are familiar with 
the campaign slogan, “It doesn't matter 
how you vote, so long as you vote.” 

So long as most of us do not permit 
ourselves to become too analytical of 
this slogan, it seems to make sense. But 
when one asks himself, why should 1 
vote for someone or something for which 
1 have no respect or understanding, the 
issue no longer appears quite that simple. 

This year, according to all the polls 
and samplings and observations being 
widely heralded from coast to coast a- 
bout the candidates and issues, it be- 
comes apparent that the issues are 
blurred and the candidates are less 
than inspiring. 

Taking this for granted, other than 
those who decidedly believe their choice 
is the best statesman for the job since 
Goerge Washington, what of the un- 
known percentage of decent and 
thoughtful Americans who still are try- 
ing to find a justification for their choice 
by knowing full well that this country 
needs some very important changes and 
soon? But what kind of changes? In 
direction? What do we want to see re- 
tained, and what do we want to see re- 
pealed, or at least halted or modified? 

By now, the question of “getting out 
the vote” for the sake of numbers no 
longer seems quite that simple either, 
does it? 

Recognizing that it is impossible to 
expect any candidate or party to offer a 
position on all issues, subjects and ideas 



that are in complete accord with the in- 
dividual voter, what is the next best 
thing? Does it come down to a relative 
evaluation? In other words, is the best 
possible vote one that is cast for the can- 
didate — who most nearly represents the 
ideas and desires of the voter, even if 
there is much to be desired or missing in 
the candidate — or the party he rep- 
resents at this stage of our history? 

And just how important is a vote cast 
by someone who is more duty bound 
than conscience-driven to vote as he 
does? 

How many of us are in a position to 
know the candidates on a very intimate 
personal basis so that we can make a 
judgment based on something more than 
what we have to accept from the media 
and hearsay from others? 

Is there such a thing as seeking to 
learn the motives of candidates? Is there 
a sure-fire formula and source of IBM in- 
formation one can claim to be almost 
certain in evaluating a candidate's mo- 
tives? 

And so, the risk of the democratic 
process in a free country such as ours 
provides every voter with the chance to 
cast a ballot for someone or some issue, 
realizing full well that by so doing, he 
contributes to the unpredictable out- 
come of the election returns, no matter 
what it shows, but with the assurance 
that he can, if he wishes, continue his 
personal active interest in his community 
or nation's welfare between elections and 
not merely on election day. 



This year seems to be generally ac- 
cepted to be the “year of the monkey,” 
where the uncertainty is greater than 
ever before, and the unpredictable na- 
ture of man and ideas has never been as 
changeable. 

The perfectionist in our midst may 
rave and rant that our concept of dem- 
ocracy has deteriorated to a point where 
voting has become merely a token exer- 
cise for those who go to the polls, most- 
ly ignorant and uninformed, so that our 
concept of democracy cannot prevail 
much longer, due to the lack of well- 
informed and intelligent citizens needed 
to preserve this blessed system of self- 
government.

But this has forever plagued our finest 
minds since our birth as a nation. As one 
great thinker put it, democracy depends 
upon a system that calls upon fools to 
elect wise men! When he referred to 
“fools,” he was not condemning the 
people for their lack of intellect. He was 
deploring the lack of political know 
how, without which the art of demo- 
cratic self-government cannot persevere, 
unless most of our citizens are willing to 
become as knowledgeable about their 
Constitution, their traditions, their herit- 
age, and their machinery of government, 
as they are familiar with their daily re- 
quirements in making a living. 

And so, once again, America will go 
to the polls. How many of us will be

P.R. Telephone Company Offers 
$10,000 Reward For “Saboteurs” 




On Aug. 26, full-page adds appeared in 
San Juan’s newspapers, asking this ques- 
tion: “Will your telephone be next on 
the list of the saboteurs?” Paid by the 
Puerto Rican Telephone Co., the adver- 
tisements offered SI 0,000 reward “for 
information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of saboteurs,” saying that 
those “saboteurs are destroying equip- 
ment and materials essential to the 
maintenance of telephone service.” 

A number of politicians and bureau- 
crats have urged the government to take 
over the franchise and run it. They 
charge the telephone company with in- 
efficiency, and inability to keep abreast 
of Puerto Rico’s booming building in- 
dustry. The telephone company has 
placed the issue squarely as one of sabo- 
tage “by those who have infiltrated the 
operations of the company and are de- 
liberately, and systematically, prevent- 
ing us from extending the telephone 
service that you pay for and certainly 
deserve.” 

The telephone company’s answer to 
critics was given a leg-up by the head of 
Puerto Rico’s top insurance firm, Ma- 
nuel San Juan, Jr. He told reporters on 
September 5 at the Overseas Press Gub 
of Puerto Rico that police, apparently 
acting on instructions from the politi- 
cians, are covering up incidents of incen- 
diarism and sabotage. He cited the Inter- 
natiohal Department Store fire-gutted 
with a loss of $2 million last May— as an 
example. The police, said Sr. San Juan, 
had listed this fire, a fire at the New 
York Department Store, and a blaze at 
the still unfinished Sears store in Baya- 
mon as “accidental” when in fact the 
blazes were arson. 

Sr. San Juan’s assertions coincided 
with a claim made by the clandestine 
group, “Armed Commandos for Libera-

tion,” taking credit for the fires. The 
“Armed Commandos” are allied with 
the Castro-backed Fhierto Rican Pro- 
Independence Movement and have stated 
that the purpose of their sabotage is to 
discourage mainland U.S. firms from in- 
vesting in Fhierto Rico. The Puerto Rican 
Telephone Co. is a subsidiary of 1 T & T 
and certainly qualifies as a target. More- 
over, the Commandos recently issued an 
“underground bulletin” with instruc- 
tions on how to damage the property of 
the telephone company, including de- 
tailed diagrams on dismantling pay tele- 
phones. 

As a result of increasing sabotage in 
Puerto Rico, it became nearly impossible 
for mainland firms to obtain fire insur- 
ance. The government, after a wave of 
incendiarism hit the island last May, 



On August 1 5, Ecuador’s General Jose 
Alejandro Aillon Tamayo rocked the 
country with sensational evidence that 
Red China, the Soviet Union and Cuba 
were collaborating in the subversion of 
his country. (See LAR, Vol. 6, No. 8, 
1968). He also told a Senate commis- 
sion that two guerrilla training camps 
had been discovered in the Ecuadorean 
hinterland. 

On September 3, General Aillon Ta- 
mayo was “retired” from Ecuador’s Na- 
tional Security Council in a sweeping 
military shakeup by incoming President 
Jose Maria Velasco Ibarra (elected five 
times and kicked out four times). Three 
other top military officials also were 
separated from their positions. 

Sources in the capital, Quito, said 
that the retirement of General Aillon Ta- 



rushed a bill through the legislature this 
summer which creates an “insurance 
pool” that prorates the risk among the 
insurers. The pool will last two years and 
may be extended by legislative action. 

Perhaps stung by rising public indig- 
nation over sabotage and incendiarism 
amounting to more than $10 million 
thus far in 1968, the police announced 
on September 7 that a 42-year-old wo- 
man had been arrested for arson by Crim- 
inal Investigation Corps agents. Identi- 
fied as Senora Providencia Trabal de Na- 
zario, the woman was immediately de- 
fended by attorney Juan Mari Bras, Se- 
cretary General of the Pro-Independence 
Movement. A spokesman admitted that 
Mrs. Nazario also was a member of the 
Castroite Movement. Her bond was set 
at $30,000. 



mayo was because President Velasco 
Ibarra felt that his testimony represent- 
ed “intolerable interference” in the civil 
affairs of the new administration. Velas- 
co Ibarra is dickering with Russia and 
the Soviet-bloc of nations for an increase 
in trade, and, eventually, diplomatic re- 
cognition. The general’s Senate testimo- 
ny is presumed to be prejudicial to the 
President’s plans. 

Ecuador broke relations with Cuba, 
Czechoslovakia, and Poland in April, 
1962. After an uprising launched by a 
youth organization that took its inspira- 
tion from Castro, the Ecuadorean Gov- 
ernment found that the Czech legation 
had been handing over funds to the 
Ecuadorean Communist Party obtained 
through the sale of Skoda trucks and 
other Communist products.

SOVIETS EMBARRASS 
ATTACK 

The Institute for the Study of the 
U.S.S.R., located in Munich, Germany, 
warns us: “The Soviet Union is not en- 
gaged in trade for trade’s sake. The trade 
mission and the technician are actually 
only running interference for the diplo- 
mat, the political agitator, the secret 
agent.” 

Colombia's President Carlos Lleras 
Restrepo was subjected to a dosage of 
political agitation in the guise of “cul- 
tural exchange” when the newly estab- 
lished Soviet Embassy in Bogota present- 
ed the Lenin Peace Prize to Jorge Zala- 
mea, a Colombian Communist writer. 
Here is how a headline in El Tiempo re- 
ported the event: “Violent Attacks 
Against the United States During the 
Presentation of the Lenin Prize to Zala- 
mea.” 

Reporter lader Giraldo wrote: “In 
the place of honor in the presidential 
box of San Carlos sat Soviet Ambassa- 
dor Nikolai Belous and the President of 
the Republic, Dr. Carlos Lleras Restre- 
po.” The prize was handed over to Sr. 
Zalamea by Soviet writer Boris Polevoi. 
Said the August 1 issue of El Tiempo: 
“Polevoi and Zalamea were especially 
categorical in their denunciation of the 
United States for the Vietnam conflict.

and for economic repression of under- 
developed countries.” (Colombia is a 
major recipient of U.S. aid.) 

To top off the anti-American eve- 
ning, Zalamea made the monstrous state- 
ment that the United States was at- 
tempting to force birth control upon the 
people of Colombia in return for eco- 
nomic assistance. He also had the ef- 
frontery to demand that the United 
States stop its “aggression” in Vietnam 
so “those dollars may be invested in as- 
sistance programs,” then in the same 
breath condemned the United States for 
“racial violence, and economic exploita- 
tion of underdeveloped countries.” 

SOVIET MANEUVERS TO 
WRECK OAS 

It is the Soviet Union, not the United 
States, which intends to “exploit” La- 
tin America. The August 6 edition of El 
Tiempo carried this headline: “Soviet 
Bloc Will Give Support,” and the fol- 
lowing story: “Commercial delegates of 
the socialist countries to the VII Inter- 
national Fair of Bogota said that they 
are willing to extend economic collabo- 
ration to the plans for Andean integra- 
tion, always provided (the Andean coun- 



tries) are politically neutral.” This is a 
bald attempt by the Soviet bloc to un- 
dercut the Organization of American 
States (OAS) by neutralizing its treaty 
commitments, specifically those for mu- 
tual defense. 

The Soviet bloc entered Colombia’s 
VII International Trade Fair this sum- 
mer with a rush, erecting impressive ex- 
positions and propagandizing the “mu- 
tual benefit” of barter trade between 
Communist countries and the nations of 
Latin America. 

Sr. Jorge Sanchez, Director of Eco- 
nomic Integration of Costa Rica’s Minis- 
try of Industry and Commerce, warns 
against such barter arrangements, saying: 
“For example, when Latin countries sell 
coffee to a Communist nation, that 
Communist nation, that Communist 
country then uses the coffee as a barter 
tool to obtain badly needed machinery 
from East or West. The coffee eventual- 
ly returns to the international market, 
but at a lower price. So the coffee- 
producing countries in Latin America 
are forced to reduce their quota prices 
to compete with the coffee they original- 
ly sold. The Latin economy suffers.” 

What Sr. Sanchez is saying is that 
bartered coffee does not reach the Rus- 
sian consumer (a passionate tea drinker 
in any case), but is re-sold in countries 
which otherwise would be natural direct 
markets for the original coffee-produc- 
ing country. 





FLORIDA SUPPLEMENT 

Conservatives Head List 
Of GOP Candidates 



No one can challenge the constructive 
Conservatism of the GOP’s leading can- 
didates for Florida’s elective offices in 
the upcoming November “classic.” 

Heading the slate of Republican hope- 
fuls is Congressman Edward Gurney, a 
staunch Conservative, who is running for 
the U.S. Senate against ultra-Liberal Le- 
Roy Collins.

voting with any real sense of knowledge 
and information upon which to make 
our judgment, nobody will ever know 
when that curtain is drawn in the ballot 
box.
